U.S.C. 4421) in which the People’s Republic of 25
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China has been found to have manipulated its cur-1

(3) the People’s Republic of China has insti-3

tuted and is implementing the policies and practices 4

necessary to ensure that the renminbi is freely usa-5

ble (within the meaning of Article XXX(f) of the Ar-6

ticles of Agreement of the Fund); and 7

(4) the People’s Republic of China adheres to 8

the rules and principles of the Paris Club and the 9

Arrangement on Officially Supported Export Credits 10

of the Organisation for Economic Co-operation and 11

Development. 12

SEC. 3. SUNSET. 13

Section 2 shall have no force or effect beginning 10 14

years after the date of the enactment of this Act. 15
